Fentanyl linked 
to over 100 
deaths in 2014

Fentanyl, an imported drug 
known on the street as “green¬ 
ies,” killed more than 100 Al¬ 
bertans last year compared 
to just six in 2011, and pohce 
and health authorities are 
raising the alarm. 

“it’s veiy hard for (users) 
to judge what a safe concen¬ 
tration of fentanyl is, because 
the tablets and powders are 
illicitly produced,” said Dr. 
Graham Jones, chief toxicolo¬ 
gist for the Alberta Medical 
Examiner’s Office. “There’s no 
quality control.” 

Police said the drug is be¬ 
coming more common. Last 
year the Alberta Law Enforce¬ 
ment Response Team (ALERT) 
confiscated more than 14,000 
fentanyl tablets, while last 


month, RCMP seized 3,927 
pills in Sherwood Park. 

ALERT insp. Darcy Strang 
said police think fentanyl is 
being imported from Asia and 
turned into a pill locally. 

“What we’re assuming 
is it’s not being made here, 
(that) it’s being imported in,” 
he said. 

Fentanyl is a synthetic opi¬ 
oid used as a prescribed pain¬ 
killer and anesthetic, but in its 
illicit pill form it is often sold 
as a fake OxyContin. 

Jones said the danger 
for fentanyl users believing 
they’re taking OxyContin is in 
the dosage, as fentanyl is be¬ 
lieved to be 20 times stronger 
than OxyContin and 100 times 
more potent than morphine. 

Woriyingly, Jones said in 
half of the cases he has exam¬ 
ined, people were unaware 
they had ingested the drug. 

“You have to be very aware 
of what you’re going to use,” 
Jones said. “You don’t know 
exactly what’s in there ... you 
don’t know the dose of the 
drug in there, it makes it very, 
veiy dangerous.”

Legislature. Liberals 
question whether probe 
will be complete before 
expected spring election

As new questions were raised 
in the Alberta legislature 
about an Edmonton PC MLA’s 
leaked cellphone bill, a for¬ 
mer senior Wildrose staffer 
confirmed he was among 
those approached by a “Toiy 
minister” and told to file a 
ffeedom-of-information re¬ 
quest for the politically dam¬ 
aging document. 

Vitor Marciano, who 
served as press secretary and 
senior adviser to the leader 
of the opposition up until De¬ 
cember, said he told Calgaiy 
police during an in-person 
interview on Sept. 7 about 
the minister coming to him 
with the suggestion that he 
seek out the cellphone bill. 

The bill revealed that 
Thomas Lukaszuk, who was 
the deputy premier and also 
seeking the PC party leader¬ 
ship at the time, had spent 


$20,243 on phone calls and 
data usage in the fall of 2012 
while on vacation overseas. 

Lukaszuk later said the 
enormous bill was the result 
of several extended conver¬ 
sations with a panicked cab¬ 
inet colleague who was going 
through a family crisis. 

Police launched an inves¬ 
tigation into how the bill was 
leaked after it was revealed a 
Calgary resident’s name was 
fraudulently used to courier 
the documents to a reporter 
with the Edmonton Sun. 

The Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive party, then under the 
leadership of Premier Dave 
Hancock, ordered an inter¬ 
nal probe to determine how 
the documents got out, espe¬ 
cially given the fact they con¬ 
tained personal information 
that would typically be with¬ 
held from a general freedom- 
of-information request. 

On Wednesday, however, 
the party revealed for the 
first time it had halted that 
probe in December in re¬ 
sponse to a separate investi¬ 
gation launched by the prov¬ 
incial privacy commissioner. 

Calgaiy police, mean¬ 
while, have said the investi¬ 
gation remains open but is 
not being actively worked 


on, unless new information 
comes to light. 

Marciano declined to iden¬ 
tify the cabinet minister who 
approached him but said he 
was surprised the police in¬ 
vestigation had been halted. 

“You would start with who 
would have had the informa¬ 
tion to leak it, and that’s a 
short list of who might have 


leaked it inappropriately,” he 
said. 

Marciano added there 
were two breaches of the law 
that he saw, with respect to 
the way the cellphone bill 
was leaked. 

“There’s the impersona¬ 
tion — that’s a big deal — but 
there’s also the leaking of un¬ 
redacted (personal) informa¬ 


tion,” he said. 

A source within the Al¬ 
berta Liberal Party confirmed 
Wednesday that former party 
leader Raj Sherman was also 
interviewed by police in Ed¬ 
monton over the leak and 
that Sherman also told in¬ 
vestigators a “senior cabinet 
minister” approached him 
to suggest filing a ffeedom- 
of-information request for 
Lukaszuk’s cellphone bills. 

Current Liberal Leader 
David Swann peppered the 
Toiy government with ques¬ 
tions in the legislature Wed¬ 
nesday, asking Service Al¬ 
berta Minister Stephen Khan 
if he would make results of 
the probe into the leak pub¬ 
lic and asking Infrastructure 
Minister Manmeet Bhullar if 
he’d spoken to Privacy Com¬ 
missioner Jill Clayton about 
the cellphone bill. 

Bhullar responded, “I 
would suggest that members 
opposite and all members 
in this house respect the au¬ 
tonomy of institutions like 
independent officers of the 
legislative assembly, institu¬ 
tions like our police servi¬ 
ces. Respect their autonomy, 
allow them to do their job. 
That’s what we believe in 
here, is the rule of law.” 




PCs call third-party investigator over alleged bribery 


The Progressive Conserva¬ 
tives have called in a third- 
party investigator to probe 
allegations of bribery in an 
Edmonton nomination race 
and have been requiring 
supporters of a disquali¬ 
fied candidate to showcase 
their signatures, Metro has 
learned. 

Two men have alleged 
in statutory declarations 
they were approached by a 


proxy operating on behalf 
of incumbent Edmonton- 
Ellerslie MLA Naresh Bhard- 
waj, who attempted to have 
them undermine the cam¬ 
paign of challenger of Balraj 
Manhas. In one instance, it’s 
alleged the proxy offered a 
bribe of $10,000. 

Bhardwaj has denied the 
claims in a statement and 
filed a $1-million defama¬ 
tion lawsuit against one ac¬ 


cuser, Balbir Sidhu. 

Metro has learned the 
Progressive Conservative 
Association of Alberta has 
called in a third-party in¬ 
vestigator, who formerly 
worked for the Calgary po¬ 
lice, to investigate the al¬ 
legations. 

Party representatives 
wouldn’t speak to the inves¬ 
tigator’s role Wednesday. 

“The situation is still 


under investigation,” said 
spokesperson Bryce Forbes. 

But it’s believed a portion 
of the probe centres on the 
30 signatures on Manhas’ 
nomination papers. The 
challenger has said he was 
told days before the Ellerslie 
nomination vote that there 
were irregularities with his 
papers and he needed to 
drop out or be publicly dis¬ 
qualified. 


Jagtar Chahil, a supporter 
of Manhas’ whose name was 
on his nomination papers, 
said he was visited at home 
Saturday by the investigator 
and asked to sign his name 
10 times on a piece of paper. 

“He was asking if I did 
sign for Balraj,” Chahil said. 
“He was saying to me, ‘We 
want to check those signa¬ 
tures.’”

Controversies in PC 
races unfortunate: Premier 


Premier Jim Prentice said Wed¬ 
nesday the allegations of brib- 
eiy and disquabfied candidates 
cropping up in Progressive Con¬ 
servative nominations are dis¬ 
appointing, but are a byproduct 
of eagerly-sought nominations. 

“It’s never easy to man¬ 
age 87 nominations across the 
province and one thing about 
our party is that these nomina¬ 
tions are veiy hotly contested,” 
he said in a press conference. 

He said despite the three 
Edmonton races that have seen 
candidates disqualified or with¬ 
draw, most PC races have had 
no problems. 

He said the party does have 
an expectation of candidates 
that has to be enforced. 

“If people don’t foUow the 
rules and follow the process 
than they’re not welcome.” 

The party has disquali¬ 
fied Don Martin in Edmon- 
ton-Decore, Tom Choucar in 
Edmonton-Meadowlark and 
asked Balraj Manhas to with¬ 
draw or be disqualified in Ed- 
monton-EUersfie. 

The Ellerslie contest has 
spurned allegations of brib¬ 
ery and a civil suit. Prentice 
said he’s paying attention to 



that race. 

“There’s one situation in 
Edmonton-EUerslie that clearly 
I am not happy about and I’m 
watching,” he said. 

The party has not said why 
Choucar, the most recent can¬ 
didate to be disqualified, was 
forced out, but he said he is 
“devastated” and has “lost faith 
with the party.” 

“AU we want is a fair race. 
That’s all we want,” he said. 

Choucar said he worked 
very hard to secure the nom¬ 
ination even after “higher-ups” 
in the party encouraged him to 
drop out. 

“There was meddling. We 
got pressured a month and half

Mental health training 
coming to city classrooms 



Education. Pilot project 
will see health and 
well-being co-ordinator 
share her knowledge 
with dozens of students 


Peek into Tricia Giles-Wang 
first-aid kit and you won’t find 
Band-Aids and gauze. 

Instead, Giles-Wang — a 
health and weU-being coordin¬ 
ator — trains staff, teachers and 
now even students in Edmon¬ 
ton Public Schools to identify 
warning signs of mental health 
iUness. It’s all part of part of 
what’s being called a mental 
health “first-aid” pilot project, 
and it will see Giles-Wang share 
her knowledge with more than 
50 Edmonton students. 

“We have many students 
and families that experience 
mental illnesses, and (men¬ 
tal health first aid allows) for 
that compassion, knowledge 
and imderstanding to be able 
to talk about it,” Giles-Wang 


explained. “The stigma is still 
strongly associated with mental 
illnesses.” 

The pilot project in Ed¬ 
monton comes just as Alberta 
Health Minister Stephen Man- 
del called for mental health 
supports to be put in place in 
schools across the province. 


“There are great programs 
already in place in pockets of 
Alberta,” Mandel said. “Our 
goal is to bring these programs 
forward and make them access¬ 
ible to all children.” 

Giles-Wang is supportive of 
Mandel’s aim and said uniting 
school boards across the prov¬ 


ince could break mental health 
stigma. 

“If we can collaborate 
together, school boards across 
the (province), the results from 
that are going to be more plen¬ 
tiful than just one on their 
own,” she said.

“We will be commis¬ 
sioning the building. We will 
be preparing the bowl for the 
audiences and crowds.”

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Feds assess modem protests 
with national ‘risk forecast* 



Security. Meetings 
driven by feds’ desire 
to plan for protests 
over environmental 
development projects 


Use of social media, the 
spread of “citizen journal¬ 
ism” and the involvement of 
young people are among the 
key trends highlighted by a 
federal analysis of protest ac¬ 
tivity in Canada over the last 
half-decade. 

A growing geographic 
reach and an apparent in¬ 
crease in protests that tar¬ 
get infrastructure such as 
rail lines are also boosting 
the impact of demonstra¬ 
tions, says the Government 
Operations Centre analysis, 
obtained under the Access to 
Information Act. 

The Canadian Security 
Intelligence Service included 
the spring 2014 risk forecast 


in materials prepared for two 
meetings of the deputy min¬ 
isters’ committee on resour¬ 
ces and energy last April. 

The meetings were driven 
by the federal government’s 
desire to plan for protests 
that might happen in re¬ 
sponse to resource-develop¬ 
ment decisions on projects 
such as the Northern Gate¬ 
way pipeline. 

The newly released docu¬ 
ments heighten fears about 
government anti-terrorism 
legislation that would allow 
much easier sharing of feder¬ 
ally held information about 
people, said Josh Paterson, 
executive director of the Brit¬ 
ish Columbia Civil Liberties 
Association. 

“To us, this just looks like 
the example of exactly why 
we ought to be concerned 
about these provisions.” 

It found demonstrations 
generally fell into four pri¬ 
mary issue categories: social, 
political, environmental and 


First Nations. 

The “notoriety and suc¬ 
cess” of civil-society efforts 
such as the Arab Spring, 


the aboriginal Idle No More 
movement, the Occupy pro¬ 
tests and anti-pipeline dem¬ 
onstrations have inspired

Education. Family of cuffed 
autistic boy wants answers 


The family of a nine-year-old 
boy with autism who was 
handcuffed at school wants 
“full disclosure” of the rec¬ 
ords of their son’s care. 

Stephanie Huck and her 
husband have kept their son 
Daniel Ten Oever home since 
police handcuffed him last 
month to restrain him for 
acting out in the principal’s 
office. 

The family says it will not 
send the boy back to class 
until it sees all the facts — 
including the plans for his 
future care and staff training. 

“He is autistic, so being 
out of his routine has caused 
great stress for him,” Steph¬ 
anie Huck told reporters on 
Parliament Hill on Wednes¬ 


day. “The traumatic event of 
being handcuffed has also 
had a lasting impact on him 
and on his family as well.” 

Roch Longueepee, CEO 
of Restoring Dignity, the or¬ 
ganization representing the 
family, said they have not 
ruled out a lawsuit against 
the Ottawa Catholic School 
Board. But that will depend 
on what’s revealed in the 
records. They are starting a 
fund to raise money for the 
family’s legal fees. 

Restoring Dignity is also 
calling on families of special- 
needs children who have 
had similar experiences with 
school boards in Ontario to 
come forward.

Halton Regional Police in On¬ 
tario have used their drone to 
search for missing persons, 
probe collisions and investigate 
an armed robbeiy and homi¬ 
cide. In 2012, the Aeiyon Scout, 
as their drone is named, helped 
oflBcers find about $744,000 
worth of marijuana that was 
growing on a farm. 

Halton police first pur¬ 
chased a drone (or Unmanned 
Aerial Vehicle, as they are 
known in the industiy) to use 
in their investigations in 2009, 
when it was stiU a relatively 
new technology in law enforce¬ 
ment. Since then, it has been 
used in 50 police missions, ac¬ 
cording to now-retired oper¬ 
ation manager Det. Dave Banks. 

“We don’t just fly over 
homes at random,” says Const. 
Andy Olesen. “Well, we can, 
and we don’t.” 

Today, with many pohce 
forces in major cities in Canada 
using drones and the RCMP 
adding them to their arsenal 
of search-and-rescue tools, con¬ 
cerns have been growing over 
privacy and surveillance. Police

of surveillance.” 

Tobi Cohen, spokeswoman 
for the agency, tells Metro that 
current regulations do not ad¬ 
dress the sometimes wide gap 
that results from “issues related 
to purpose and the privacy im¬ 
plications of (drone) use.” 

“Current regulations gov¬ 
erning drone operations have 
more to do with ensuring their 
safe flight and do httle to ad¬ 
dress the privacy imphcations 
of having Canadian skies filled 
with hovering data-collecting 
robots,” Cohen says. 

When it comes to drones, 
people don’t always know 
who is watching or what data 
they’re collecting. This “can 
contribute to a lack of aware¬ 
ness and effective complaint 
mechanisms,” Cohen says. 

To that end, Cohen says, the 
OPC advises law enforcement 
to comply with their video-sur- 
veiUance guidelines. 

Among their recommen¬ 
dations, the OPC says law en¬ 
forcement should use video 
surveillance in a way that mini¬ 
mizes invasion of privacy, hold 
public consultations and assess 
privacy impacts beforehand. 

Drones beyond the law: Halifax 
lawyer David Fraser says the 
public shouldn’t be worried as 
long as the proper regulatoiy 
framework is put in place. 

It’s a historical fact, Fraser 
says, that new technology will 
expand the collection of per¬ 
sonal information, which can 
sometimes lead to what he 
calls a “techno-panic.” He says

Canada has 
yet to use 
Killer drones 

While the United States 
continues to make head¬ 
lines for their use of armed 
drones, Canada currently 
neither has nor uses them, 
according to a Department 
of National Defence spokes¬ 
man. But that might change. 

“We neither operate nor 
lease armed UAVs,” says 
Daniel Blouin, but he adds 
armed drones “are being 
examined for future inter¬ 
national operations.” 

“UAVs have unparalleled 
operating range and endur¬ 
ance,” Blouin says. “If the 
pilot gets tired, you don’t 
have to return to base and 


privacy laws should be updated 
to reflect new behaviours that 
society finds imacceptable. 

“You criminalize the behav¬ 
iour and not the technology. 
Because it’s really about the 
behaviour.” 

Fraser adds that drones do 
create a change in what’s pos¬ 
sible in terms of encroachment 
on privacy. For example, when 
hving in a tall building, there is 
a higher expectation of privacy 
on higher floors. With drones, 
those heights will now be ac¬ 
cessible to view. 


land; you can just swap a 
new one into the seat.” 

Blouin says the Canadian 
Armed Forces (CAF) have 
used unarmed drones in 
overseas operations since 
2003, stressing that the CAF 
only uses drones in what 
is called an intelhgence, 
surveillance and reconnais¬ 
sance (ISR) capacity. 

He adds the current mod¬ 
el is limited in that it can’t 
cany heavy loads, transport 
personnel or conduct air-to- 
air combat. Only one model 
is in active use by the CAF: 
the Scan Eagle. 

Blouin says it is used by 
the Canadian Army and 
the Royal Canadian Navy 
frigates on international 
operations, most recently 
by HMCS Regina in an ISR 
capacity. 


“The question then be¬ 
comes: does the introduction 
of drones change our expecta¬ 
tions of privacy? Or should it?” 

When drones are more in¬ 
trusive on individual privacy, 
such as collecting information 
about individuals, “that’s when 
it’s worth having a good discus¬ 
sion about what our reasonable 
expectations are,” Fraser says. 

“That discussion should al¬ 
ways be much more than, ‘Oh, 
well, that’s creepy,’ because a 
discussion about what’s creepy 
doesn’t help.” 


are trying to calm the pubhc’s 
nerves. 

Olesen says Halton pohce 
are veiy cautious about the use 
of its drone, given those con¬ 
cerns. 

“We’re veiy conscious of... 
what people’s perception of it 
is, that it’s a surveiUance tool,” 
he explains. “We don’t want to 
make that any worse than it is.” 

Halton’s Aeiyon Scout is a 
black and white quadcopter re¬ 
motely controUed with a tablet 
laptop using Google maps. It 
is relatively smaU and comes 
equipped with video and photo 
capabihties. 

Olesen says Transport 
Canada regulations constrain 
where and how they can fly 
their UAV, and the drone it¬ 
self offers physical limitations. 


It can be flown only in good 
weather, and its batteiy hfe 
leaves much to be desired, aver¬ 
aging about 15 to 20 minutes 
per charge. 

“On the hst of things we use 
it for, surveillance isn’t even 
on our hst, just because it’s not 
practical,” Olesen says. 

“Down the road, (surveh- 
lance) might be possible,” he 
says. “I think that’h happen.” 

Who patrols the patrollers? 

The Office of the Privacy Com¬ 
missioner of Canada (OPC) 
has raised various concerns 
regarding drone use in law 
enforcement.

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Israel. Netanyahu win 
leaves allies, foes on edge 


Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu’s strong showing in 
national elections this week 
has come with a price: He has 
managed to antagonize friends 
and foes alike with hard-line 
rhetoric on the campaign trail. 

While the tough talk gave 
Netanyahu a last-minute boost 
in the polls, the Israeh leader 
could now face a difficult task 
convincing an already skeptical 
world that he is serious about 
reaching peace with his Arab 
neighbours — particularly if, as 
expected, he forms a new gov¬ 
ernment comprised of rehgious 
and nationalistic parties. 

Trailing in opinion polls, 
Netanyahu took a sharp turn to 
the right in the final days of the 
campaign to shore up support 
among his core constituency. 

He vowed to increase settle¬ 
ment construction in east Jeru¬ 
salem, the Palestinians’ would- 
be capital, and rejected the idea 
of a Palestinian state in current 
conditions — putting him at 
odds with U.S. and European 
positions. 

In a last-ditch attempt to 
spur his supporters to the polls 
Tuesday, he warned that Arab 
citizens were voting “in droves” 





and endangering years of rule 
by his likud Party. 

In Washington, the Obama 
administration said Wednesday 
that it was “deeply concerned” 
by the divisive language used 
by the Likud. 

Netanyahu’s controversial 
stance appears to have paid off 
at home. Thought to be in dan¬ 
ger of being voted out of office 
just a few days ago, the Likud 
emerged as the largest party 
in parliament when near-fini 
results trickled in Wednesday. 

The likud led the election 
by capturing 30 seats in the 
120-member parhament, ac¬ 
cording to near-final results re¬ 
leased Wednesday.

Gunmen open 
fire inside eatery, 
two people dead 

Several people were shot 
inside a Goteborg restau¬ 
rant late Wednesday and at 
least two of them have died, 
Swedish pohce said. 

Pohce said in a state¬ 
ment that an automatic 
weapon is believed to have 
been used in the shooting. 
They had no details on any 
suspects. 

The shooting happened 
in the city of Goteborg, 
Sweden’s second largest 
city. The neighbourhood 
has a histoiy of gang 
violence, said pohce spokes¬ 
woman Ulla Brehm. 

Brehm said it was too 
early to speculate on the 
motive but said there 
were indications that the 
shooting was gang-related. 
She added that two people 
were IdUed at the scene and 
several others were taken to 
a hospital. 

Witnesses told lo¬ 
cal media that two men 
entered the restaurant and 
opened fire with automatic 
weapons, the associated press

Tunisia. Museum 
attack the worst act of 
violence on a tourist 
site since 2002 


Gunmen opened fire Wednes¬ 
day at a major museum in Tu¬ 
nisia’s capital, kiUing at least 
20 people in one of the worst 
attacks in this struggling North 
African democracy that de¬ 
pends heavily on tourism. 

Men with assault rifles fired 
at toiuists climbing from buses 
in front of the National Bardo 
Museum in Tunis near parha¬ 
ment, sending dozens sprinting 
for safety. Two gunmen were 
killed, but Prime Minister Ha¬ 
bib Essid said a manhunt was 
on for two or three others. 

The identity of the attackers 
wasn’t clear. Twitter accoimts 
associated with the Islamic 
State of Iraq and the Levant 
(ISIL) were described as over¬ 
joyed at the attack, urging Tuni¬ 
sians to “fohow their brothers,” 


according to Rita Katz of SHE, 
a U.S.-based organization that 
monitors mihtant groups. 

About 50 people were 
wounded in the attack, which 
began after noon local time, Tu¬ 
nisian state television said. 

According to Essid, the dead 
include two gunmen, a Tuni¬ 
sian security officer and a Tuni¬ 
sian cleaning woman, while the 
rest were tourists from Italy, Po¬ 
land, Germany and Spain. 

Tunisia has struggled to 


keep extremist violence at bay 
since the overthrow of its dic¬ 
tator in 2011. The attack was 
the worst on a tourist site since 
an al-Qaida car bomb killed 21 
people in 2002. 

“We wih be merciless in the 
defence of our countiy,” Essid 
said, describing the attack as an 
unprecedented assault on Tu¬ 
nisia’s economy. He promised 
increased security in tourist 
zones and asked residents to be 
on alert, the associated press

Low-carbon economy 
in sight, report says 


Climate change. 

Experts from all 10 
provinces say weaning 
Canada off fossil fuels 
is within reach 


Dozens of Canada’s top 
scholars are urging a sweep¬ 
ing remake of how the coun¬ 
try produces and uses its 
energy in a necessaiy effort 
to wean itself off fossil fuels. 

A report by 59 scien¬ 
tists, economists, engineers, 
sociologists, architects and 
philosophers from all 10 
provinces was released Wed¬ 
nesday ahead of December’s 
climate meeting in Paris. 

The report suggests emis¬ 
sions should be cut by up to 
28 per cent over 2005 levels 
by 2025 and by 80 per cent 
by 2050. By 2035, Canada’s 
entire electricity grid should 
be completely low-carbon. 
The good news, the scholars 
write, is that we’re most of 
the way there.

James Byrne, a University 
of Lethbridge climatologist, 
said more than 75 per cent 
of Canada’s electricity grid is 
already low-carbon. All that 
it would take to go the rest 
of the way is better transmis¬ 
sion capacity between ad¬ 
joining provinces and some 
backstopping by renewable 


sources such as wind or solar. 

The report brims with 
other proposals. Mini¬ 
mize energy use in build¬ 
ing designs. Electrify pub¬ 
lic vehicles such as transit 
buses. Link major cities with 
high-speed rail. Upgrade fuel 
standards. 

“It’s going to cost us about 
one per cent of GDP,” said 
Byrne. “But it’s going to save 
us four or five times that in 
health and environmental 
costs.” 

Many of the ideas already 
exist elsewhere in Canada or 
the world. Applying them na¬ 
tionwide, said Byrne, would 
reduce greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions enough to more than 
cover growth areas such as 
Alberta’s oilsands. 

Low-carbon policies 
should be enacted as soon 
as possible, the report urges. 
Delays just open the door 
to more high-carbon energy 
and infrastructure projects 
that lock Canada into the 
status quo.

Ahead of World Down Syndrome Day on Sunday, CTV News anchor Tamara Taggart tells Metro how her son has taught her more about the syndrome than the experts

We found out that our son Beckett has 
Down syndrome when he was five 
days old—and I’m not going to lie, it 
was devastating. 

We were scared because we didn’t 
know anything about Down syn¬ 
drome. After seven years, it turns out 
Beckett has taught us much more 
about Down s 5 mdrome than any “ex¬ 
pert.” It’s been a long journey for all of 
us. 

When we were in the hospital and 
it was mentioned that Beckett should 
be tested for Trisomy 21, we started 
Googling “Down s 3 mdrome.” I don’t 
recommend this. Dr. Google is a jerk, 
andwhen you’re scared in a hospital 
bed with hormones raging, you are in¬ 
capable of filtering all the garbage out 
there. The outdated pictures and 
physical descriptions of people with 
Down syndrome are too much for a 
new mother holding her perfect baby. 

Perfect? Yes. That’s what I said. 
Beckett is perfect. He was the day he 
was born and he still is. But it’s hard 
for some people outside of our family 
to understand this reality. 

Others may look at us and feel 
sorry because our son has special 
needs, but we’re not sorry at all. He’s 
non-verbal, but he’s making huge 
improvements. Toilet training is slow, 
he doesn’t understand fear and he has 
a few health challenges—but it’s 



nothing we can’t handle. 

From those frightening early days 
on Google, we’ve come so far and 
we’ve done it together. 

We rarely think about Down syn¬ 
drome now. Beckett is a typical boy 
and he is not defined by his challen¬ 
ges. He’s funny, bright and loving. 

Perhaps the biggest challenge of 
all is the public perception of this syn¬ 
drome. There were many times that I 
felt rage over ignorant words or care¬ 
less stereot 3 ^es some people would 
use to describe my son. 

As a new parent, I was asked num¬ 


erous times if I had “testing” when 
pregnant, as if people couldn’t im¬ 
agine I actually made the choice to 
keep a baby with Down s 5 mdrome. 

Telling me that people with Down 
s 5 mdrome are always such happy 
people is ridiculous to me. 

My son is happy because he is 
loved, not because he has an extra 
chromosome. It’s another stereot 3 ^e 
that’s still out there. 

And don’t get me started on the R- 
word. You know the word I’m talking 
about because I’m sure you still hear it 
from time to time. 


I hope you can understand that 
people who use this word are thought¬ 
less and unimaginative. 

Even describing my child as a 
“Down’s kid” is insulting because he’s 
so much more than that. Beckett is 
my son who happens to have Down 
s 3 mdrome; he is not defined by his ex¬ 
tra chromosome anymore than you 
are defined by the colour of your hair. 

The beautiful gift of time is that all 
these things don’t bother me so much 
an 5 miore, although I’d love to see 
some of these perceptions change. But 
I’m solid. I know who Beckett is and 


what he has to offer the world. 

When speaking with new parents, 
I always tell them the same thing: 
“Ever^hing is going to be great, I 
promise.” It’s a promise they can 
counton. 

If there’s one thing I’ve learned, it’s 
that I knowit will all be OK.

Men and women need to stop with breastfeeding shaming

I can’t believe I’m actually writing 
this column because this has been 
said so many times. But, given the re¬ 
cent breastfeeding-shaming inci¬ 
dents at a Winnipeg mall and on a 
United Airlines flight, I guess it needs 
to be said again: 

Breastfeeding is not gross. It’s nat¬ 
ural, it’s important and it’s really diffi¬ 
cult. So it’s shocking to me that moth¬ 
ers are being shamed for doing it in 
public—and by other women. 

I nursed my daughter for 12 
months. Sometimes I covered up, 
sometimes I didn’t, but I was always 
modest. It was painful and difficult, 
and I would have quit without the sup¬ 
port of my husband. In that year, the 


only people who ever gave me a dis¬ 
gusted sideways look, or admitted 
openly to being offended or disgusted 
by public nursing, were women. 

Somehowtheir judgment stung 
worse than it would have had it come 
from a man. I look to other women— 
and mothers—for support and 
understanding. Women seem to be 
perpetually apologizing for their bod¬ 
ies, and the fact that shame and judg¬ 
ment often comes from other women 
seems completely illogical. 

Penny Van Esterik, an anthropolo¬ 
gist at Toronto’s York University and a 
breastfeeding researcher and author, 
says some women see breastfeeding 
as an in-your-face political statement 
or a way to shame mothers who bot¬ 
tle-fed their own children. 

She pointed out that as we have be¬ 
come more of a bottle-feeding cul¬ 


ture, several generations of women 
have become unfamiliar with nurs¬ 
ing. This has made public breast¬ 
feeding —something that doesn’t 
raise an eyebrow in much of the rest of 
in the world—seem foreign and in¬ 
appropriate. 

“Nurturing practices and customs 
are passed down from grandmother 
to mother and mother to daughter, 
andwhen those customs and support 
practices are disrupted, they are 
gone,” said Van Esterik. “They are lost 
for women, but it’s also a loss for men 
who don’t know how to support their 
breastfeeding partners or where to 
look when they see other women 
breastfeeding in public because they 
haven’t seen much breastfeeding. 

“If someone responds with disgust 
to this basic nurturing practice, some¬ 
how society is at fault,” she said. “Not 


to support a breastfeeding mother is 
to reject one of the most important 
nurturing practices in the world. We 
should all be celebrating it.” 

We place huge expectations and 
judgments on women and mothers. 
That judgment needs to stop, and the 
change needs to start with women. 

That means not expecting moms 
to tuck themselves into a bathroom 
stall to feed their baby for 45 minutes 
because you are offended by the sight 
of boobs across the restaurant. 

Breasts are not gross. Our babies’ 
hunger is not gross. The milk our bod¬ 
ies make to feed our children is not 
gross. We need to hammer this point 
home again and again and again until 
not a single nursing mother feels she 
needs to turn away in shame. 

Van Esterik said it best at the end 
of our interview when she gave a mes-

sage to people—men or women— 
who have a problem with public 
breastfeeding: “Tell them to put a 
blanket over their own heads.”

Marie Kondo is like the Be- 
yonce of Japan — a larger- 
than-life superstar. But un¬ 
like Beyonce, Kondo is a 
professional organizer and 
tidier. Her book The Life- 
Changing Magic of Tidying 
Up: The Japanese Art of De- 
cluttering and Organizing is 
making waves among Amer¬ 
icans who want to learn how 
to live a neater and more zen 
lifestyle. 

We read the book, and can 
vouch for its life-changing 
impact. Here are the les¬ 
sons we learned from Kon¬ 


do through her technique, 
which she calls the “KonMari 
Method.” 

Get rid of 

unnecessary possessions 

The KonMari method is to 
ask yourself if it “sparks 
joy.” How can you tell? Don’t 
think about whether or not 
you “might need it later” or 
if someone gave it to you as 
a gift — pick it up, touch it 
and decide if you feel a vis¬ 
ceral joy for this item.

Kondo says when you tidy 
completely, “you transform 
the sceneiy” and the tidi¬ 
ness will inspire you to keep 
it neat. 

Tidy in order 

Tidying isn’t emotionally 
easy, so Kondo recommends 
tidying in the following or¬ 


der: clothes, books, papers, 
random items and lastly, 
mementos. Kondo says we’re 
not as attached to our clothes 
as we are to mementos, so 
this is the easiest order for us 
to tidy to build up resistance 
to being overly sentimental. 

Put everything on the floor 

Kondo says it’s easier to as¬ 
sess an item if you take it out 
of hibernation. You’ll be able 
to see them better, and it will 
be easier for you to pick up 
each item and touch it to see 


if it sparks joy. 

Store everything vertically 
if possible 

Kondo likes to store every¬ 
thing upright. She says stack¬ 
ing wears out the bottom 
items and that it’s easier to 
see what you have when it’s 
stored upright instead of at 
the bottom of a pile. 

Also, stacking is more dif¬ 
ficult when items are stored 
vertically, which means you 
are less likely to take on 
unnecessary clutter.

Kondo is against buying 
pricey storage containers, es¬ 
pecially if they’re not square 
or rectangular. She suggests 
shoeboxes because they are 
durable and the perfect size 
for storing small items. She 
even likes using the lids to 
store spices inside cabinets. 

Kondo’s timing couldn’t 
be better — spring cleaning 
is just around the corner. Get 
ready for a “joy” ride!
